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REPORT.

THE OtERSEEBS OF HaBVABD CoLLEQB ; 

Is accordance with the etanding orders of your 
Honorable Board, the undersigned - submits his An- 
nual Report for the Academic year ending August 
31, 1865. 

The various boards of instruction remained dur^ 
ing the year in a great degree unchanged. 

Professor. Brown-Sequard was compelled to seek 
a leave of absence for the restoration of his health, 
temporarily shaken by an unusual burden of cares 
and anxieties. 

The Honorable Edward Everett, whose death was 
lamented in so many circles, and caused so many of- 
fices of kindness and pubhc service to cease, had not 
yet begun his lectures upon the Law of Nations 

The Director of the Observatory, (Jeorge Phillips 
Bond, (for thirteen years Assistant, and for six years 
Director,) was removed by death in February. Since 
that time the Observatory has been under ihe 
charge of the Assistant Observer, Truman Henry 
SafFord, A B. 

The state of discipline in the Academic Depart- 
ment has been, since the date of the President's last 
Report, unusually good. 
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The gifts received during the year have givan 
gratifying proof of the continaed kindneEM of the 
friends of the College. 

Allusion was made in the last Report of the Pres- 
ident to the donations received in the beginning of 
the Academic year; the bequest, of Mr. Charles 
Sanders, of twenty thousand dollars, freed by the 
coiirtesy of his executors from the legacy tax, 
to be added to his previous donation for the erection 
of a public hall ; also the gift of Professor Gra3^8 
Herbarium and Botanical library, and of a fireproof 
building erected by Mr. Nathaniel Thayer for their 
reception. To this Botanical Library was afterwards 
given, by Mr. John A. Lowell, a very valuable col- 
lection of books from his own shelves, and a case to 
contain them ; and since the Academic year closed, 
the sum of ten thousand five hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, raised by subscription, has been paid in as a fund 
for the support of the Herbarium j also one thou- 
sand dollars, as a temporary provision for the current 
expenses of the Garden, has been given by a friend. 

Mr. Thomas Lee has made two donations of five 
thousand dollars each, to be added to the five thou- 
sand previously given, the whole fifteen thousand to 
be used in encouraging the art of reading aloud 
among the undergraduates. 

Immediately after the appeal for further aid to 
indigent students, in the last Report, was published, a 
fiiend in Boston placed five thousand dollars in the 
President's hands to be used at his discretion in as- 
sisting undeigraduates, especially during the contin- 
uance of the high cost of living. The relief thus 
afforded was timely, and has been gratefully appre- 
ciated by its recipients. 
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Four new Scholarships have also been founded : 
one by Augustus Story, Esq., of Salera, called the 
Story Scholarship ; the others, since the close of the 
Academic year. The late Tyler Bigelow, Esq., of 
Watertown, left ten thousand dollars, — the legacy 
tax was generously assumed by Chief Justice Bige- 
low, — and two Bigelow Scholarships have been 
established on this fund. Dr. Alexander Thomas, of 
Dorchester, has also recently founded a Scholarship, 
to be called by the memorial name of the Gorham 
Thomas Scholarship. 

Earlier than this the Honorable Samuel Hooper 
had made the munificent gift of fifty thousand dollars 
to found a Professorship of Geology, named, in like 
manner, the Sturgis Hooper Professorship. This 
Professorship is intended to be the nucleus of a 
School of Mining and Practical Geology, which, at 
least for the present, shall be in close connection 
with the Lawrence Scientific School No more use- 
ful addition to the schools of the University could 
be made than this, suggested and begun by the mu- 
nificence of Mr. Hooper ; the development of the 
wonderful mineral resources of the country calls for 
such instruction at once, and it is earnestly hoped 
that the endowment of the Sturgis Hooper Profes- 
sorship will speedily lead to the establishment of 
the requisite additional chairs and collections. But 
the benefits of this act will not be confined to this 
School, or this University; the founding a charity 
as a perpetual memorial of private worth, appeals 
so strongly to the best feelings of the heart, that it 
cannot fail to find imitators, wherever known. 

The like princely gift of fifty thousand dollars 
(as was announced in the last Report) was made in 
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January, 1865, by Mr. James lawrence, in aid of 
the Chemical and Engineering Departments in the 
Scientific School Not content with this munifi- 
cence, Mf. Lawrence added the sum of three thou- 
sand dollars to increase the equipment of the Chemi- 
cal Laboratory, and to purchase models for the 
Engineering Department By these gifts he has 
completed the work begun by hia honored father; 
and put these two departments in an efficient pecu- 
niary condition ; departments which, in addition to 
their former usefulness, must furnish the necessary 
basis for the School of Mining. That his acts of 
munificence might not want the grace of complete- 
ness in detail, Mr. Lawrence has allowed the interest 
of this three thousand dollars, during the months 
necessarily elapsing between its reception and its 
actual use, to be appUed in aid of indigent students. 
A bust of the late Dr. George Hayward, by Rich- 
ard Greenoogh, has been placed in the Library by 
the kindness of Mrs. Hayward. 

A portrait of ex-President Everett, painted by 
Otis about the time of Mr. Everett's leaving his Pro- 
fessorship, has been given by Mr. W. G. Brooks. 

An important movement has been begun this 
autumn, by which students are enabled to board at 
cost,' regulating their own afl&irs, under the control 
of the Facultyl The experiment has been thus far 
very successful, and promises to be a great relief to 
students of narrow means, beside having a valuable 
influence on the moral tone of the whole College. 
The means for beginning the enterprise were fur- 
nished by the liberality of Mr. Nathaniel Thayer ; 
means for enlarging it have been raised by sub- 
scription. 
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The large number of etudents entering the vari- 
piis departments of the University this year sug- 
gests anew the subject of the deficiencies in the 
.Undergraduate Department. In the Law and Medi- 
-cal Schools, where the instruction is principally 
given by lectures, large classes .receive as thorough 
instruction as small classes. 

But in the Undergraduate Department, where in- 
struction is given by recitations, it is far otherwise. 
An increase in the number of students, there, con- 
fines the instructor too much to the simple hearing 
of recitations, and takes away his opportunity of 
giving explanations and instruction to those mem- 
bers of the class who may need it. Two remedies 
offer themselves : to increase the number of Tutors, ■ 
or to devise a means whereby the constant examina- 
tion of a student and constant holding him to his 
work, secured by frequent recitations, may be re- 
tained, and yet opportunity given to the instructor 
to give instruction. By the ordinary mode of reci- 
tation, when the classes become large, neither the 
poorer scholars receive the aid from the instructor 
they require, nor the better scholars the opportunity 
and stimulus to do well. To increase the number 
of Tutors requires an increase of the income of 
the College above that produced by the increased 
number of pupils ; to devise means to make the 
present number of instructors more ef&cient might 
be difficult j to carry them into use, more difficult 
Nevertheless, the unsatisfactory state in which the 
matter now stands must lead to some attempt at 
change. 

The poverty of the Library, especially since the 
expiration of the five years for which Mr. William

Gray so generously took Uie chief burden of its sup- 
port, is painfully apparent to those who have occar 
sion to consult it The entire income applicable to 
its support is insufficient to keep the bindings in 
repair, and pay for important periodicals and con- 
tinuations, leaving nothing for the purchase of new- 
works ; except in one or two departments, for which 
the income of special funds is available. The build- 
ing, at least in its present condition, is also unsuit- 
able for the Library, for several reasons. It is nearly 
iiiU ; it has no rooms for eitiier the visitors, or the 
Librarian and assistants, to work in ; and it seems 
impossible, without thorough and expensive changes, 
to render it, in certain parts, sufficiently dry to pre- 
vent books placed there ihjm rapid decay.

1. Reliqiods Instbuotioh. 

iHSTHKcnox in Chriatiao Eyidencffi and Etbica- has been 
regularly gLve-a by Andrew P. Peabody, D.D., Preacher to 
the Uniyerdtv and Plammer Professor of Christian Morals. 
During the First Term of the year he heard recitations from 
the Freshman Glaaa, twice a week, in Cbamplin's P^t Prin> 
ciples of Ethics. 

During the Second Term he heard recitations from, the 
Berdor ClasH, twice a week, in Peabodys liowell iJectnrea, and 
delivered a course of .Lectores on the Evidenoes ot JSevealed 
Beli^on. 

Daring the Firat and a pact of the Second Term, the Pro- 
fessor took charge of the department of Political "Economy, 
hearing the Seniors recite twice a week in Bowen's Politi- 
cal Economy, and delivering lectujea on aabjectB not included 
in the text-book. 

The service of Diuly Prayers has been attended by him, in 
the Chapel. He haa also aupplied the Chapel FTtlpit on 
Snndaya, when not relieved by the President. 

At preaent, two hundred and eight students have leave <>t 
absence from Cambridge to para Sunday at home ; one hun- 
dred and forty-one attend worship in the College Chapel ; and 
^xtyrtwo attend ather chuzohfis. in. Cambridge.

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2. Fhiloso?ht. 

The means of inBtrnetioQ in tlus Department are recita- 
tions fiuniliarl^ illuatrated at Hie lime bj the Professor, and 
written forensic exercises. 

The Department was under Hie charge of Francis Bowen, 
A.M., Alford Professor. Dnrjog the first Academic Xerm, 
the Senior Class recited four tunea a veek in Hamilton's 
Metaphysics, and Bowen's Logic. During the Second Term, 
the same Class recited fonr times a week in Bowen's Kthics 
and Metaphjsica- The Class recited in three Divisions, on 
the first four days of the week, so that the recitation of each 
da; occu[»ed three hours. 

' Forensios were read, throughout the jear, erery Friday 
aEterooon, hj the Seniors, htu of ^e Glass attending each 
week. 



3. Ehetobio ahd Okatokt. 

This Department is under the superintendenoe of Francis 
J. Child, PI1.D., Bo^laton Professor of Rhetoric and Oratory, 
assisted in the teaching of Elocution by Jamee Jenmsou, A.M. 

Instmction in this Department is ^ven to the Sophomore and 
Jumor Classes, by exercises in Beading, Speaking, and Eng- 
lish Composition, and by recitations in Crramuiar and Rhetoric* 

The Sophomores, during the First Term of the current year, 
studied Vernon's Anglo-Saxon Guide and Marsh's Lectures on 
tiie English Language. 

One fourth of the Class wrote Themes, and attended a critical 
exercise upon them, each week throughout the year. 

To the 'Juniors instmction was given by recitations, twice 
a week, during the Second Term, from Whately's Rhetoric. 

They wrote liiemes, and attended a critical exercise upon 
them, once every two weeks, through the year. 

They- also decl^med, by sections of twelve, every week, 
before a portion of the Class and the instructors. 

The inspection of performances for Commencement and for 
the other Public Exhibitions is committed to this Department. 

The foregoing statement relates to the duties of the Pro- 
fessor. , 

In addition to the exercises in Declamation already men- 
tioned, there is a separate course of instruction in Elocution, 
and courses of instruction in Reading, which are wholly under 
the care of the Instructor in Elocution.

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Twelve Juoiora attended him every week in an exercise pre- 
paratory to thd' weekly Declamation of the Claes. 

The Sophomores and Freshmen attended him once every 
week, during the year. 

He superintended the rehearsals of performances for the 
Public Exhibitions of the ye^ ; the final rehearsal for each 
of which is regularly attended J^y the Professor. 



4. History. 

InstmcUon w&a given in this Department to the Senior 
Glass, during the last academical year, by the Professor of 
History. The books used were Stephen's Lectures on the 
History of France, Tocqueville's Ancien Regime, Story's Com- 
mentaries on the Constitulaon of the United States, Woolsey's 
International Law. The Class recited four times a week 
during the year, and were examined by written questions and 
orally at the end of the year. Lectures also were read to 
the ClaSB in the Second Term. The Freshman Class recited 
twice a week during the Second Term to Mr. Adams, in 
Smith's History of Greece, and were examined by written 
questions and orally at the end of that Term. 



5. MODERK LaNGOAQBB. 

This Department is under the superintendence of James 
K. Lowell, A.M., Soiitb Professor of the French and' Spanish 
Languages, and Professor of the Belle s-Lettres. There were 
also two Instructors: Ferdinand Bocher, A:M., Instructor in 
French; and Krnst K. F. Krauss, Instructor in (xerman. 
In Spanish and Italian the instruction is given by the Smith 



All the Modem Languages are optional ; but a student com- 
mencing a langnage cannot give it up before the close of the 
year except by special vote of the Faculty. The students are 
formed into sections, without reference to the College Classes. 

The French Language was taught to students of the Ju- 
nior and Sophomore Classes, in two Sections. ' One "hour a 
day, three days in the week, throughout the year, was de- 
voted to each Section. The instruction was ^ven by trans- 
lation, written exercises, and practice in speaking at' each 
recitation. The text-books used were Otto's Grammar, Rob- 
ertson's Grammar, " La France litt^raire " of Herrig and 
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Borgirjr, Bacioe'i "Eatber," Molifa«'s *' Mitutbcops," tar 

biche's " Petita Oieaanx," ud, &r tnuulation Atom Ti!iigH«lr 
into Franeh, " The Fangreeni in Paris " of Boffioi. 

InBtruction was givea ia German bj tnnslatioa from Oev^ 
man into Ea^b and from English into Oerman, the text- 
books nsed b«in'g Otto's Orammar, Follen's " Reader," Aner- 
bach's " Joaeph'im Schnee," Qoetbe's "Iphigetua"; and, for 
translation from English into German, Lon^ellow's " Outre 
Men" The Instructor has pud especial attention to ground- 
ing the students thoroagmj in the elementa of the lan- 
guage. 

The students in Spanish and Italian &om the Senior and 
JonioT Glasses recited in three Sections three times a veek 
duriog the ^ear. Instruction was ^ren by tranalalion &»m 
tozt-books. 

Instmetioa ia Italian was given to one Section o£ Sonion 
tiiree times a week during the ;ear, hj translation from text 
books. 

The text-books in Italiaa were the " flEppo" of iUfieri, the 
" Divina C<Mnmedia " of Dante, selections from Petrarca, and 
** La Bosa dell' Alpi " of Dall' Ongaro ; in Spanish, " Gai 
Bias," ** Don Quijote," Sales's " Comedias Eseogidaa." 



During the past year this Department was under the superin- 
tendence of George M. Lane, Ph.D., Unireraitj Professor of 
Latin, ^ded by Assistant-Professor Epbraim W. Qnmej, and 
John £. Hudson, A.B., Tutor. The mstmction of the Senion 
and Junior Classes was conducted by Prc^essor Lane, that of 
the Sophomore Class by Professor Gumey, and that of the 
Freshman Class by Mr. Hudson, and in part by Mr. Lane. 

Instruction was given to the Freshman Class in Idocoln's 
Selections from Liry, the Odes of Horace, Cicero's Gate Major, 
Roman Antiquities, and in writing Latin : 

To the Sophomore Class, in the Satires of Horace, Cicero's 
Oration for Cluentius, and in writing Latin : 

To the Junior Class^ in Horace's Epbtleff and tiie Miles 
GlorioBuB of Plautus, and in writing Latin : 

To the Seniors, in Lucretius and Cicero agunst Verres, 
and in writing Latin. 

In the three lower Glasses the Latin was a required study ; 
irith the Swuots it waa elective. 
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7. Qbbbe. 

The Greek Pepartmeitt was under the CMe ef 'William W. 
Qoodwin, Ph.D., Eliot Professor of Greek literature; Evao? 
gelinu9 A. Sophocles, A.M., UDiversitj Professor of Aneient, 
Byaantine, and Modem Greek ; Andrew T. Bates, AM., and 
John E. Hudson, A.B., Tutors. 

The Freshmen were instructed by Mr. Bsites and Mr. 
Hudson. They were divided into four ^phabetical Sections. 
The text-books were the Odyssey, Herodotus, and the Iphigenia 
Taorica and Hippolytua of Eunj^des. There were five recita- 
ticHiB a week during each Term, besides exercises in Greek Prosa 
Composition. 

The Sophomores were instructed by Mr. Goodwin. They 
were divided into three alphabetjeal Sections, each Section re- 
citing three times a week. They read the Birds of Ans- 
tophaoea, and Demosthenes Do Falsa Legatiene> The Glasa 
were also instructed in Greek Composition. 

The Juniora were instructed by Mr. Sophoelea, and attended 
three exercises each week, redtingin three alphabetical Sec- 
tions. They read the Septem of ^achylus, (he Antigone axiA 
the Electra of Sophocles, and the Alcestis of Eni^ides. The - 
Glass were also instructed in Greek Composition. 

Profeasor Sophocles instructed one Senior in Patristic Greek, 
reading Justin Martyr. 

A Section of twenty-two Seniors selected Greek as an elec- 
tive study, and were mstructed by Mr. Goodwin. They read 
.S^schines and Demosthenes on the Crown daring the FiiBt 
Term, and parts of Plato's Bepublic during the Second 
Term. 

Professor Goodwin delivered a course jf Lectures to tiie 
Senior Clafla during the Second Term, in which he interpreted 
parts of Books V., VI., VII., and X. of Plato's Republic. 



8. Hbbrew. • 

This Department was under the superintendence of the Rev. 
George R. Noyes, D.D., Hancock Professor of Hebrew and 
other Oriental Languages. Instruction is given three times 
a week to those members of the Senior Class who may de- 
sire it. 
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9. Natural Histobt. 

Tlufl Dep&rtment was under the care of Asa Gray, M.D., 
Fisher Profeasor of Natural History. 

Earl; in the First Term a course of six- Lectures upon Geo- 
mphical Botany was delivered to a small portion of the Senior 
Class, and practical leeeons were continued through September. 

Throughout the Second Term the whole Sophomore Class 
were instructed in Vegetable Physiology and Morphology, by 
recitations from Gray's Botanical Text-Book, with informal 
lectures, microscopic id demonstrations, and written examinsr 
tious. These exercises were attended by the Class, in three 
Sections, twice a week, on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

A course of Lectures upon Systematic Botany, consisting 
of two Lectures per week throughout the Term, was deliv- 
ered to those students of the Junior Class who elected the 
study. These Lectures were attended by about forty Jun- 
iors and several Scientific Students. From the 1st of May 
to the Ist of July, private practical lessons were ^ven by 
the Professor, twice a week, to about thirty members of the 
Glass, who chose to avtul themselves of the privilege. 

The course of Lectures on Geology, delivered by Professor 
Agassiz during the First Term, and that upon Zoctlogy during 
the Second Term, are open to members of the Senior Glass. 



10. Ahatomy and PHTsioLoer. 

A course of twenty-dx Lectures on the Anatomy and Physi- 
ology of Vertebrated Animals was delivered during the First 
Term, also a course of eleven Lectures on Comparative Em- 
bryology durmg the Second, t» the members of the Senior 
■Glass, and to members of the Professional Schools, by Jeffiries 
Wyman, M.D., Hersey Professor of Anatomy. The Lec- 
tures were given on Tuesdays and Thursdays, at 12, m., in 
the anatomical lecture-room in Boylston Hajl. 



11. CnaMISTRY AND MINERALOGY. 

The instruction in this Department was given by Josiah P. 
Cooke, A.M., Erving Professor, and Wm. H. Pettee, A.B., 
Assistant in Chemistry. Daring the First Term, the Sopho- 
more Glass recited twice a week, from Cooke's Chemical 
Physics, and went over the portions of the work on Mechanics, 
Hydrostatics, and Pneumatics. They also passed three pri- 
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rate examinatioDS on these subjecta. In tlie Second Terin 
the same Glass attended, until the middle of M^, two Lec- 
tures each veek on && ChenuBtry of the Non-Metallic Ele- 
ments, and were examined on the subject of these Lectorea 
once each week, reciljng in three Divi^ons. The; then stadled 
Cooke's Chemical Problems and Beactions, and reviewed the 
work of the preceding Term, passing a pnblic examination at 
the end of the Term. 

The Junior Class recited twice a week during the First 
Term from Cooke's Chemical Physics ; the portion of the book 
stuped was that relating to Heat. 

Those of the Junior Class who elected this Department at- 
tended during the whole year a course of instruction in Prac- 
tical Chemistry, ^ving their attendance in the Laboratory on 
three days in the week, three hours each day. The recita- 
tions of mis section were heard by the Professor, but the Class 
while in the Laboratory were under the direction of the ' 
Asfflstant in Chemistry. 

During the Second Term, a voluntary Section of the Junior 
Class were instructed in Mineralogy and Crystallographic 
Drawing by the Erving Professor. 



12. PH7SICB. 

During the past academical year, instmction in this De- 
partment was conducted by Joseph Lorering, A.M., Hollis 
Professor of Mathematics and Natural Philosophy. 

The whole Junior Class attended recitations three times a 
week during the First and Second Terms ; and read Her- 
schel's OutEnes of Astronomy and Lardner's Course of Nat- 
ural Philosophy [Optics]. This Class was examined at the 
end of the Second Term in botii books. 

Each Class was divided into three Divisions ; and each Di- 
vision remained with the instructor one hour at every exercise ; 
in all rune hours a week. 

The Senior Class attended a course of thirty-four Lectures 
on Physics and Experimental Philosophy. The Junior Class 
attended a similar course of thirty-one Lectures. The whole 
course of Lectures in this Department, which extends through 
two years, consista of about seventy Lectures of one hour 
each ; or one Lecture to each Class for every week of both 
Terms. The subject last year was Acoustics, Electricity, and 
Magnetism. These Lectures are always attended by some 
membera of the Scientific »id Professional Schools.

Instmetion was ^ven to those who elected MatliematioB in 
the Junior and Senior years by lectures and recitations, on 
three days in t^e week, throughout the year, in tJae Differ- 
ential, Ima^ary, Integral, and Reudual Oalcnluses and the 
GalouliiB of QnatemionB, and in the Mathematics TSw>ry of 
MeohaiiiOB and Astronomy. 



n. PROFESSIONAL SCHOOLS. 
1. DiviHiTT School. 

TRie Divimty School was under ihe enperinteodenoe of the 
Eer. George S. Noyea, D.D., Hancock Professor of Hebrew 
and ntber Oriental Languages, and Dexter Leeturer on Saored 
-Literature ; the Eer. Oliver Steams, D.D., Parkmao Pro- 
fessor of Pulpit Eh>quence and the Pastoral <Oare, and Lec- 
turer itn -Systematic Theology ;■ the Rev. Frederick H. He%e, 
D.D., FrofesBor'df Eccledaatical History. 

Tji consequence of the itinera of Fiofeseor Nt^es, tiie in- 
Btruction which would have been '^ven W biwi dimng the 
I^t Term in the interpretation of the New Testament was 
suppled by the voluntary services of Professors Steams and 
Peabody. Instruction in Hebrew was given by Bev. Dr. Bul- 
finch. In the Second Term ProfesBor Noyes was able to dis- 
dharge all bia duties, except one ezercise in a week, wluoh was 
^ven by Mr. Ezra Abbot. 

The course of instruction in the Divinity School occu|nes 
&ree Tears. The School consists of three Claesee; the Jun-

the branches of NaturM Religion, Chjistian Ethics, and Sys- 
tematio Theology, Church PcJiW, tie Composition and Delivery 
of Sermons, and the Duties of the Pastoral Offi6e, together *itti 
Seyeral exercieea of a tmacellaneoua character. To the Han- 
cock ProfesBor, the Principles of Criticism and Interprets* 
tion, the Criticism and Interpretation of the Old and the New 
Testfimente, and the Hebrew Language. The Professor df 
EcclesiasticarHistory gives instruction in that department. 

The membftra of the Senior and Middle Classes have k 
COurfle of preaching during the whole ^ear in the Chapel of 
Divinity Hall. They also have an evening meeting once a 
week alternately for prayer and religious conversation, and 
for extemporaneous debate on given questions. 

The number of students through the year was 18. They 
were from the States of New Hampshire, Massachusetts, New 
York, Missouri, and Iowa ; and those of them wh6 were grad- 
uates, from Amherst, Harvard, Union, and Antioch Colleges. 



2. Law School. 

During the academic year 1864 - 65, the Law School has 
continued under the superintendence of Joel Parker, LL.D., 
Royall Professor of Law; Theophilus Parsons, LL.D., Dane 
Professor of Law; and Emory Washburn, LL.D., Bussey 
Professor of Law. 

The RoyaJl Professor has delivered Lectures upon the Law 
of Agency, Pleading, Constitutional Law, The Law of Corpora- 
tions, and Equity Jurisprudence. 

The Dane Professor has delivered Lectures upon Black- 
stone's and Kent's Commentaries, International Law, Cos' 
tracts, and Evidence. 

The BuBsey Professor has delivered Lectures upon Arbi- 
tration, Insolvency, Confiict of La1t:8, and the Law of B«al 
Property. 

As there have beela no new arrangements in relation to &a 
organization of the School or the coarse of instruction, the 
Faculty have nothing to add to their previous reports on these 
subjects, and therefore adopt the language of their last report. 

As stated in their last report, ten Lectures are delivered in 
each week, with occasional extra Lectures, generally trom text- 
books designated ; and in the course of the Lectures examina- 
tions are made, by inquiry of the students as to cases or 
principle presented to them in connection vnth. the subject- 
' matter of ttte Ledtore. The faculty continod fJiis XM^hod of 
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18 APPEin>iz. 

examinatioii, being conTmced tlist no other would meet wo 
saliafactorilT the wants of the School. 

A Moot Conrt has been held each week bj one of the Pro- 
fessors. The Law Faculty repeat the expreesion of their 
confidence in the great utility of these conrte. That thej 
must be especially nseM to the students engaged in th'em 
as counsel, is obvious. But they are almost equally profitable 
to others who investigate the questions presented, and indeed 
to all who attend them, and make use of the opportunities 
they offer to learn to take notes readily and accurately. 

Clubs for discussion and debate, and for the argument of 
cases, have been continued by the students. The Faculty 
regard them as eminently useful, and provide for them all the 
facilities and encouragement in their power. 

Frizes for Dissertations have been awarded as before. 

The number of students attending at the Ymi Term was 
one hundred and thirty-nine, at the Second Term one hun- 
dred and thirty-one. They came from twenty-three of the 
United States, the District of Columbia, Kew Brunswick, 
and Nova Scotia. 

The degree of LL.B. was conferred at Commencemeat npon 
fiity-six students.

The students 
also attend the practice of the Hospital. 

The number of students attending Medical Lectures in the

The above School is devoted exclusively to Medical Stu- 
dents, Undergraduates not being permitted, to attend. 

Instruction is also given during the summer at the Medical 
College, by means of Recitations and Lectures, and at the 
hospitals and dispensary. The summer course begins at the 
close of the vrinter course, and continues till November. There 
is a vacation from the middle of July till the middle of Sep- 
tember.

These Lectures were attended by 
members of the Scientific and Law Schools, and by the Senior 
Chss of the College: 

All the courses of Lectures of the Academic Department 
are open to Scientific Students. 

The average number of Special Students in all Depart-, 
ments of the School, throughout the year, was seventy-two..

Paring the past year the Astronomical Observato^ was 
under the superintendence of George P. Bond, A.M., Di^ 
reotor c^ the Obserratorr, until his decease ; afterwards tmder 
the care of Truman' H. oaffbrd, A.B., Assistant Observer. 

The Observatory was not founded for the purpose of giving 
elementary instruction in AstrtHiomy and the kindred sci- 
ences, but to furnish accurate systematic observationa of the 
heavenly bodies, and to co-operate in other investigations 
for the public good. It is, however, open to persons wishing 
to enter upon a thorough course of inslrucdou in Practical 
Astronomy.

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TREASUKEE'S STATEMENT. 



To THE HOHOBAALB AND RbtSKSND, 

Ths Otekseeb3 of Habtabd College. 

The Treasurer respectfully submits his Annual State- 
ment of the financial affiiirs of the College. 

During the past year the income from all sources 
has been $166,929.17. The several funds and ac- 
counts in the different departments have been credited 
$85,333.31, and the general expenses and salarie»have 
amounted to $68,907.64 ; making the whole expendi- 
ture $154,240.95, and leaving a balance of $12,688.22. 

This balance has been carried to the Insurance and 
Guaranty Fund, to replace, in part, the drafts upon 
that fund in 1863 to repair the inroads made upon the 
stock account, in the six previous years, by the excess 
of expenditures over income. 

The above is more iully exhibited in the General 
Statement of the Academic Department, Document 
, No. II. 

The following donations have been made to the Col- 
lege during the year ending August SI, 1866: — 
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Doctor Asa Gray, having deposited his valuable Her' 
barium in the building erected for that purpose in the 
Botanic Garden by Nathaniel Thayer, Esq., as named 
in my last Report^ has formally made over the Bame, 
together with his botanical library, to the President 
and Fellows, as the foundation of the Harvard Uni- 
versity Herbarium. To this collection, consisting of 
about twenty-two hundred works, has been added an- 
other of valuable and costly botanical books, the gift of 
the Hon. John A. LoweU. The current expenses of the 
establishment for the first half of the year were met hy 
B. donation of two hundred dollars for that purpose from 
Doctor Jacob Bigelow. There has been more recently 
received, through the hands of George B. Emerson, 
Esq., for ite permanent support, ten thousand five hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, contributed by persons whose 
names appear upon the records of the College. The 
temporaiy fiind for the support of the Botanic Garden 
has received the further aid of one thousand dollars, 
contributed by the same friend of the College spoken 
of in connection with it in my last Report, whose name 
is withheld. 

James Lawrence, Esq., has generously given fifty 
thousand dollars, in United States 1881 Bonds, "for 
the use of the Engineering and Chemical Departments 
of the Lawrence Scientific School," in addition to three 
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thousand for the immediate supply of instruments and 
materials required by them. 

A donation of five thousand dollars, in addition to a 
former one of the same amount for the same purpose, 
has been received from Thomas Lee, Esq., " for the en- 
couragement of the exercise of reading." 

Five thousand dollars was placed in the hands of 
the President in February, by a generous donor who 
withholds his name, for the direct relief of indigent 
students. 

A marble bust of Ralph Waldo Emerson, by Thomaa 
R Gould, has been presented to the College Library 
by the artist. 

A marble bust of the late Doctor George Hayward, 
by Eichard Gifeenough, has been presented by Mrs. 
Hayward, which is also placed in the College Li- 
brary. 

By the liberality of several gentlemen known for 
their interest in the welfare of the College, an experi- 
ment is in progress to enable such students as may so 
desire to procure their meals at their actual cost. The 
management is in the hands of the students, and will 
no doubt result in great b&nefit to them and to the 
College. 

• Some addition to the income of the College has re- 
sulted from a small increase of tuition fees and rents 
in some of the College buildings, This was used, so £ir 
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aa it was in anticipation considered available, in the 
making of grants to such professors and instructors as 
were thought to have suffered most irom the depreciar 
tion of the currency. It is hoped that the future may 
Bupply still further means for more general relief. 

The Brattle House estate, which had become of no 
use to tKe College, and was productive of no income, 
has been sold, at a price which closes the account upon 
the Treasurer's books without loss, to Messra Welch, 
Bigelow, & Co., who have, transferred to it their well- 
known printing establishment 

Since the close of the financial year in August, the 
Hon. Samuel Hooper has placed fifty thousand dollars 
in the hands of trustees, to establish a School of Mines 
in connection with the Lawrence Scientific School, and 
for the foundation of a professorship to be called the 
Sturgis Hooper Professorship. 

The late Hon. Tyler Bigelow bequeathed to the Col- 
lege t^n thousand dollars for the establishment of schol- 
arships, to be assigned in part for good conduct, and 
not entirely by the College scale of rank ; and his 
son. Chief Justice Bigelow, has generously paid over 
the same free from the legacy tax. 

Doctor Alexander Thomas has given three thousand 
dollars for the establishment of a scholarship to be called 
the Gorham Thomas Scholarship, in memory of his son. 

The College property is in good condition, but ex- 
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penditures upon some of the buildings in the College 
yard soon will be, and even now are required, for which 
no funds are provided. I know of no aid which would 
more benefit the College than the establishment of a 
BufBcient fund, the interest of which should be appro- 
priated to general purposes.
